WHO W RECKED THE GOLD 


STANDARD? 


In the Monthly Review issued by the Bank of 
Nova Scotia there is set forth with admirable clear- 
ness and brevity certain “rules of the game” which 
have to be observed if a gold money standard—or 
any ether international money ‘standard, for the 
matter of that—is to be made workable; the viola- 
tion of which rules drove forty countries off the 
former gold standard and made it impossible that 
they should return to that exchange basis now or 
at any fixable future date. 

These “rules” are set out in this order:— 

1. A lending or creditor country must not refuse 
to accept payment in the form of merchandise from 
debtor countries, by raising insurmountable ob- 
stacles against importations from abroad 

2. Creditor countries must be willing to make

Creditor countries—and debtor countries as well 
raised “insurmountable obstacles” to im- 
in the shape of unprecedented tariffs, 
every conceivable administrative 
could suggest.

When it was found that debtor countries could 
not or would not meet their obligations in gold, 
internatione! loans were shut off The countries 
thet had gold perticulerly the United States and 
France, “froze” 

Instead of exporting gold to meet their own 
trade balances or other obligations, the countries 
which had gold adopted any and every imeginable 
method of hedging and dodging to avoid parting 
with the precious metal. Last and most conspicu- 
ous of the instances of this, the United States went 
off the gold standard and refused to export gold 
because Europeans held $2.700.000.000 worth of gold 
claims and were due to present thern for peyment, 
only a few weeks ago 

So far from “managing” their currencies gold- 
hoarding and gold-lacking countries alike mein- 
tained their currencies at arbitrary and totally in- 
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portations

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adequate volumes, with the result that money 
went up as gold was held out of circulation, and 
commodity values, wages, property values and 


security values went slithering down, while busi- 
ness died and unemployment put thirty millions of 
people on relief lists or charity, 

No wonder the former gold stenderd was 
wrecked. I¢ was not wrecked by its critics, but by 
its friends. Those who shouted most loudiy that 
gold and gold alone was a safe and practicuple 
basis for money were the ones—as nations and as 
financiers—-who made it impossible that gold 
should continue to function. Not only so, they 
made it impossible that the former standard can 
be revived, and afforded the world with the most 
convincing reasons possible why it should not be 
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revived. If the experiences of the last four years 
are to be charged against the gold standard, is any- 
one foolish enough to imagine that the peoples of 
the world would go back to it if they could? 

If the creditor countries had conspired to- 
gether to deliberately destroy the gold standard 
they could hardly have altered their policies in any 
essential particular, and certainly they could not 
have achieved any greater measures of success. 
The standard is dead—at their hands. 

There is no reason to suppose the nations would 
voluntarily keep these “rules of the game” any 
better in respect to any other international stand- 
ard. As they “hogged” gold they would try to 
“hog” any substitute metal or commodity that 
might be made the basis of exchange, if each were 
left to follow its own bent. What seems to be 
necessary is a monetary “Kellogg Pact” specifically 
binding the governments of the world to “play the 
game” with whatever new exchknge standard may 
be substituted for that which has been destroyed 
by their stupid cupidity.

Two eminent British economists, Sir Arthur 
Salter and Sir Walter Layton, visited Ottawa dur- 
ing the last month.

For instance, he said, 
take the feeding of hogs! The 
university had discovered that by 
sprinkling calcium on hog food 
the hogs required one-third less 
feed, and would produce e bigger 
hog in far less time. 

Thus by linking up science with 
agriculture the Government was 
enabling the farmer to save one- 
third of his hog food bill, and 
produce hogs quicker and cheap- 
er to compete in the markets of 
the world. 

The speaker went on to say 
that Denmark was far ahead of 
us in this respect. Denmark, he 
said, has linked science and hog 
raising for years, No other coun- 
try in the world could compete 
with the Danes. In fact, so suc- 
cessful were they last year, that 
the Danish government had to go 
round the country and purchase 
tens of thousands of sucking pigs, 
knock them on the head and bury 
them, in order to prevent flood- 
ing the market 

He went on to state that Al- 
berta is fortunate because hog 
food can be raised here cheaply 
in great abundance; and because 
the Government having linked 
up science and agriculture has 
enabled the farmer to raise big- 
ger hogs quicker at a cost of only 
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Tomorrow's

The Passing Show

Discussing storms at sea, few 


weeks ago told of the exciting adventure of two 
British destroyers which were forced to go through 
the centre of a typhoon in the China Seas. May 
“Harpers” has an arresting article by Terence 
Keough on “A Hurricane in the Bahamas,” which 
merits comment. Typhoons, Cyclones and hurri- 
canes are different names for the same thing. 
Whereas the destroyers, to prevent being piled up 
on a lee shore had to force their way through the 
typhoon, Mr. Keough was on Green Turtle Cay on 
the island of Abaco, when the centre of the hurri- 


cane passed over that spot.

It was Jess than a year ago the adventure hap- 
pened. Mr. Keough, who has followed the sea most 
of his life, was Thinking of entering the shark- 
fishing business. He decided to visit Green Turtle 
Cay where Basil Lowe, an Englishman, had made 
a success of the same kind of business. (Shark 
skins are used for a variety of purposes. The outer 
akin is used as “sandpaper”; the inner skins for 
Suitcases, handbags, auto cushion covers, ladies’ 
pumps, and embossed under a heavy press is made 
into “alligator leather"). 

Blue skies and gentle breezes, with a steady 
barometer, marked the weather at Nassau when as 
the signal station hoisted advisory storm warnings, 
indicating that the storm centre was approaching 
and would pass near by. Hydrographic reports in- 
dicated that it was moving slowly, so the skipper 
of the island passenger steamer Priscilla, decided 
to go to Green Turtle Cay where he had special 
storm moorings. His Vessel travelled about as fast 
as the storm was moving. Mr. Keough went with 
it. The beautiful passage of 36 hours gave no in- 
dication of the havoc approaching.

At Green Turtle Cay, Mr. Keough met Basil 
Lowe and his family. Lowe's sixteen-year-old son 
escorted Mr. Keough to the Courthouse where he 
was to sleep behind the security of eighteen-inch 
stone walle. Little did he think that 48 hours later 
he should pick up the bonny boy dead with his 
dead baby brother tightly clasped in his arms. 

The 500 inhabitants of the Cay, who had tasted 
hurricanes before, spent next day barricading 
doors, boarding windows, shoring up their houses 
and moving their boats inland into a slough. On 
the following afternoon, Monday, September 5, the 
hurricane broke. Rain, like a solid wall of water 
drove in. The barometer dropped to 27.50. Fam- 
ilies gathered in their homes, their livestock 
tethered under their houses, to await the worst. 

Mr. Keough started for the Courthouse, but had 
to take refuge in a store, finding it impossible to 
make headway even crouching and pulling himself 
along by the houses. Lucky for him he did not 
make the Courthouse for it was blown down, along 
wiih the stone Cathedral. 

Across from the store in which he was shelter- 
ing a stone house was blown down on its 14 in- 
habitants, only a young man, his wife and a baby 
escaping. Two hours later, when the store was 
blown down on its occupants, Mr. Keough was 
picked up by the wind and blown across the road 
through a picket fence, breaking a rib. By crawl- 
ing on his hands and knees between gusts, he man- 
aged to gain another shelter, though he had a close 
call. He saw the gable end of a house driving to- 
ward him but ducked in time as it rose like a plane 
taking off into the air. Another time a dinghy 
came flying through space. 

The remainder of the story is harrowing in the 
extreme. A hundred and fifty survivors gathered 
in darkness in a stone house. When calmness came 
the people thought the hurricance had passed, 
though the fallen barometer told a different story 
to Mr. Keough. As he suspected, it was only the 
centre of the cyclone. Ten minutes later the storm 
struck them on the other side of the house, and 
another period of horror began. 

Residents of the negro quarter saved themselves 
by running inland toward a hill which they 
climbed, and took refuge in a stone quarry. When 
Mr. Keough visited it, he was perplexed at finding 
a dead horse in the quarry. It was explained that 
the horse had been seen in the sky about 60 feet 
above, from whence it had suddenly dropped down 
and been killed, to the alarm of the frightened 
negroes. The negro preacher explained that it was 
the dove coming down upon the Apostles, so they 
were comforted. 

Only two houses survived the blast. Eighteen 
people were killed and twenty-five badly injured. 
The once prosperous settlement was left a waste. 

A surprising piece of information is that Mr. 
Keough js still a resident of the Bahamas. We who 
live where Nature is kindly and hurricanes are 
unknown cannot comprehend the majesty and 
ruthlessness of Nature in a tantrum.

Visitors to Vancouver will recall the beauty of 
Victory Square. Once the site of the old Court- 
house, it has been for many years past, through the 
generosity of a newspaper publisher, an oasis of 
floral beauty.

A public spirited idea came to the minds 
of the depleted staff of gardeners employed at 
Stanley Park. They had a day off work as part 
of the curtailment program. There was ample 
flowering stock in the Stanley Park nurseries, 
They agreed as a public offering to cultivate and 
set out the f.ower beds in Victory Square on their 
day off work. 

The day arrived, Park teams came with stocks 
of plants and gardening equipment, The gardeners 
took their coats off to start work. They got no 
further, A menacing crowd of unemployed relief- 
ers came down and ordered them away. In view 
of the threatening situation the gardeners with- 
drew 

What was the reason? It was not objection to 
flowers, or to beeutifying the place where the re- 
liefers lie around, or to honoring the Cenotaph 
which forms the hesdpiece of Victory Square. They 
took the stand that the gardeners must not do any 
work for the public for nothing. Unless the work 
was to be done on @ pay basis, they would not 
allow it to be done at all. So the flower beds in 
Victory Square will be tenantless this year. 

One might have expected that the relicfers 
would wish to do the work themselves for their 
own pleasure, but idleness kills desire to work. 

Those who taught men to be idle struck a dead- 
ly blow at the spirit of our people.

Health and Diet Advice 


By Dr. Frank McCoy. 


YOUR INTRICATE CHEMICAL FACTORY 

Your own body is one of the most interesting 
chemical factories in existence. Some of the com. 
pounds it evolves are too delicate to be duplicated 
even with the skill of the world’s best chemists, vet 
the body ceaselessly and with comparatively little 
effort continues its elaborating, synthesizing and 
changing of chemical compounds. In reality every 
cell of the body is a little chemicai laboratory or 
a division of the great factory that makes up the 
entire organism. 

Of the ninety-some elements known to science, 
there are only about twenty found in the body. 
Curiously enough, over two-thirds of the weight 
of the body consists of elements which are very 
light gases, while the heaviest metals present in the 
body are in such small amounts as to make no ap- 
preciable difference in the body weight. The uses of 
some of the rarer elements are entirely unknown. 
It was supposed for some time that these rarer 
elements were an incidental contamination, though 
this is probably not the case. They may have a 
definite and valuable use just as it has been found 
that copper and iodine, though present in the most 
infinitesimal amounts, are essential to life itself. 

Very few of the elements are found in an un- 
combined form in the system. In most instances 
the compounds are very unstable and very complex 
in arrangement so that they are readily converted 
into other forms as the body requires. I believe 
that a great deal of the progress which may be 
made along medical lines will be in understanding 
more thoroughly the chemical activity inside of 
the body and in finding ways and means for con- 
trolling the exact chemical composition of the 
blood and other tissues. 

In a healthy body all of the intricate chemical 
processes work in harmony, but in a sick body 
there is a discord in proportion to the severity of 
the disorder. In some cases the illness produces 
the deranged bodily chemistry, but in other in- 
stances, and possibly the majority, a chemical un- 
balance sets off the spark that produces the dis- 
order. Health seems to be a matter of allowing the 
natural chemical changes to take place without 
the interference which results from bad habits of 
living. When wrong or unbalanced chemicals are 
thrown into the body in the form of food, it is to 
be expected that a chaos might result, just as 
would happen in a large chemical factory if chem- 
icals were promiscuously thrown helter skelter. 
The restoration of health is usually a matter of 
substituting good habits for bad ones, and a cure 
can take place and health Once more enjoyed when 
the laboratory of the body functions in the normal 


Study your bodily chemistry and especially the 
chemistry and physiology of digestion. You can 
learn a great deal day by day in the study of this 
and other health columns that may be designed for 
their educational value. The newspapers who pub- 
lish the forward type of health column deserve the 
loyal support of their readers, for a great deal of 
good will result when people learn how to preserve 
health. You can also gain a great deal of informa- 
tion about health from various books in your pub- 
lic libraries. It is not necessary to read any highly 
technical books; you can learn much about the 
chemistry and function of the body by reading text 
books that are desigaed for use in high schools and 
even grammar schools. If all of my readers would 
make a thorough study of the chemistry and 
Physiology of digestion, many of the doctors and 
undertakers in the country would be looking for 
more remunerative occupations. There is no need 
for the thousands of millions of dollars that the 
people of this continent spend every year directly 
or indirectly because of sickness. If each one 
learned to regulate his own diet and bodily chem- 
istry, even according to the rudiments known to 
science today, illness would be an exceptional oc- 
currence rather than a common-place condition in 
every community.

High School Teachers 
in Edmonton 


Criticism that the examination 
papers set by the Department of 
Education for Algebra 2 are not a 
good test, and that the examiner has 


apparently set out to make an in- 
telligence test instead of a test of 
the knowledge of Algebra possessed 
by the scholars who are taking the 


examinations, has been voiced by | 
|a number of high school teachers 


in Edmonton. 

; The complaint regarding the of- 
e 
the high school teachers are agreed 
that this is the first time they have 
had to complain this year. 

“Up to date the papers have been 
very satisfactory, but this paper is 
very unsatisfactory. It will be rat- 
ed in days to come as a. good in- 
telligence test but not a good Al- 
gebra test,” stated one principal af- 
ter he had looked over the paper 
and talked with students and tcach- 
ers concerned. 


NO OBJECT 


In this connection he pointed out 
that an examiner could take any 
subject and make of it an intellig- 
ence test, but there was no object 
in this as the intelligence of a 
scholar does not increase from birth 
to death. 

“There is no need and no purpose 
in the government spending money 
to test the pupil's intelligence, as it 


will not be increased or decreased | 


by this test. What the pupils and 
their parents want tested, and what 
they have a right to expect to have 
tested, is the pupil's knowledge of 
a subject. 
very definitely that the examiner 
has not apportioned his questions 
very well, and roughly speaking on 
the work taken by the pupils in the 
last two months .in High School 
there is only one question put, 
which is not a square thing to the 
pupils, the teachers or to the par- 
ents,” said the principal in question. 

It is pointed out that the examin- 


ations are supposed to be a test of | 
| the work prescribed by the Depart- 


ment of Education, but that in the 
present case the paper was evident- 


!ly set without regard to text books. 


“It's an intelligence test, and 
while you might be very intelligent 
you would not be able to climb the 
tower of the Post Office building if 
you weren't trained for it. This is 
supposed to be a test in Algebra, 
not in intelligence.”
